RULES 


SCHOOL ADMISSION 


r No child will be admitted to the first grade who has not 
attained the age of five years the date of opening school in 
September. Pupils are admitted to this grade only at the 
beginning of the year, unless they have attended school in 
some other town. 


COMPLIANCE WITH VACCINATION LAW 


No child will be admitted to any grade who has not 
complied with the law relative to vaccination. This means 
that he shall furnish a certificate of vaccination signed by a 
regular practicing physician or a certificate of exemption with 
diagnosis signed by a regular practicing physician. If the 
latter is furnished it will be held valid only during the school 
year in which it is first presented. It is suggested that parents 
of children who have not been vaccinated attend to it in August 
or in the early part of September. 


DISCHARGE CARDS 


A pupil desiring admission to school, unless he wish ad- 
mission to the first grade in September, should bring a discharge 
card from the school previously attended. 

A pupil removing from town should obtain a discharge 
card on the days of his last attendance. 


REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Boxford: 


Your Committee takes pleasure in introducing, by way of 
his report, Superintendent Ralph R. Barr. Mr. Roscoe G. Frame 
having accepted a position as Superintendent of the schools of 
Chelmsford, closed his workin this district the last of July. 
The Joint-committee was fortunate in securing the present in- 
cumbent, as Mr. Barr has been very successful as an educator 
and is improving the condition of our schools already. We al- 
so present the report of our Drawing Supervisor, Miss Blanch 
H. Millard, whose work is telling with her pupils. While Miss 
Cleaveland needs no introduction, we should not overlook the 
refining service she is constantly giving our schools and town. 

The great increase in the cost of the support of Schools is 
marked by the tax-payers and should be explained as far as 
possible. We give the figures in cost for some of the recent 
school years. The school year is from July 1 to June 30.

The School Support for the fiscal year of 1922 will require 
$12,000.00 

1. It is very patent, that, with the general increase in cost 
anywhere from 100% to 300% that the increase in the cost of 
the support of Schools would follow. 

2. With unskilled service getting three or four times the 
pay of our teachers, and the girls they were teaching leaving 
school to fill these higher paid places, it was not fair to the 
dignity of the profession to leave our teachers their meager 
salaries. Even now, out of 337 towns in the State of less than 
5000 inhabitants the Town of Boxford stands 299 in the rate of 
teachers’ salaries. 
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3. The State has become greatly disturbed over the condi- 
tions revealed in mustering the soldiers for the late war. It 
was discovered that there were in the State over 300,000 people 
over twelve years of age who could neither read nor write in 
the English language. There are 20,000, or 5 to 6 out of every 
100, in Essex County. It was also discovered that in the draft- 
ed men of Massachusetts in the matter of physical unfitness, 
one State only was in worse condition and that Rhode Island. 
Because of these facts the State is doing every thing it can 
tangibly to improve the schools of the Commonwealth. All 
towns must have a school nurse. The minimum salary of 
teachers in our day schools is set at $750. That means that 
the poorest teacher at the beginning must have that salary, 
while in 1918 we were paying our best paid teacher $513 per 
year. The state however is offering generous reimbursements 
for the higher salaries. 

4. The most important thing to consider is the fact, that 
before 1919 (please note the increase in that year), we were 
paying for 5 or6 pupils their tuition at the Danvers High 
School, this year by the requirement of the State we must pay 
the transportation and tuition of about 35 pupils in attendance 
at High School at an average of $132.23 a piece. The tuition 
alone has increased 50% for these pupils. It has been remarked, 
“see what we pay for the support of the Boxford schools, and 
see what we get out of it.” Your Committee would say, apart 
from the modern conveniences (which would not add to the 
current expenses if we had them), we get all that any town 
gets and have the problem of long-distance High School trans- 
portation to boot. 

5. We have an especially large class of 16 Leeds graduating 
from the Morse Grammar School this year where we generally 
have but 5 or 6 and these will enter the High School in the Fall. 

The Town is especially fortunate in the high quality of the 
teaching corps. It would be hard to replace such teachers as 
the Misses Sanborn, McInnes, Clapp and Perley, and we bespeak 
for them the appreciation which is shown not only in salaries 
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and by silence but of the very best spirit of co-operation. It is 
the policy of this board to regard the teachers and supervisors 
as skilled experts who have each atask to perform and that 
task is planned and administered by an expert educational au- 
thority receiving his power from the combined State and Local 
School Boards. With this in view the committee contracts 
with the members of the teaching force at a yearly salary to 
be paid in ten annual payments, and does not employ by the 
week or even the month. It intrusts to the Superintendent, 
acting with its counsel, the programme for the year and does 
not concern itself with the small details, only in so much as to 
see the courses are covered. 

In the matter of Outlay, the Palmer and the Morse School 
buildings should be painted without and the interior should be 
redecorated. 

As it seems out of the question to open the Kimball and 
Day School buildings for a far distant period your Committee 
recommends that they be sold at public sale as per the Town 
warrant.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


North Wilmington, Mass., January 17, 1922. 
To the School Committee of Boxford: 


Gentlemen: Ihave the honor to submit the following re- 
port for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1921. 

Upon assuming my duties as your superintendent, I found 
my work, outside the regular class room supervision, necessari- 
ly limited to plans already drawn and which called for the ex- 
penditure of money that would obviously exceed the appropria- 
tion voted. The increase in the number of students attending 
high schools, the increase in the rates of tuition and many 
other additional demands absolutely impossible to foresee had 
occasioned this unavoidable situation. Under the circumstan- 
ces, it was necessary to call a special town meeting and after 
the case had been carefully explained the needed money was 
voted. A policy of the most rigid economy has enabled us to 
finish the year with a substantial unexpended balance. 

It isa pleasure to report that there have been no resigna- 
tions of teachers. There is a scarcity of good grade teachers 
throughout the country, in fact it is almost impossible to induce 
capable and experienced teachers to accept positions in rural 
schools. Our present policy of fair salaries continues to be a 
good business policy. 

At the risk of proving tedious, I wish to take this opportun- 
ity to make such recommendations for the future as seem de- 
sirable and to point out the essential conditions that govern 
our school policy. 

The arguments for consolidation are undebatable provided 
that suitable transportation is furnished. In the absence of 
adequate transportation, one can well sympathize with the par- 
ent who chooses the lesser of two evils, preferring to send his 
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children to the obsolete, ungraded school rather than subjecting 
his children to walking distances-that are beyond the physical 
capacity of most children to endure. Our first problem is then 
the problem of transportation. After considerable investigation, 
I am fully convinced that adequate transportation can be fur- 
nished without much additional expense. Our town is widely 
scattered but there are very few children. It seems certain 
that the saving that could be obtained through consolidation 
would offset the increase in the cost of transportation. 

The time schedule in use at the Palmer school is given be- 
low. A glance at the absurdly short recitation periods indicates 
all too pointedly the tremendous disadvantage under which our 
teachers and pupils must work as compared with those in other

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A sanitary engineer from the State Department of Health 
recently inspected our schools. His written report has not yet 
been received but during his visit he pointed out many obvious 
defects in our school buildings, grounds, and equipment. He 
seemed particularly dubious in regard to the purity of the 
drinking water. 

Satisfactory results are impossible under present conditions, 
the time schedule is altogether inadequate to the work re- 
quired, the Palmer and Wood schools are badly ventilated, bad- 
ly heated, and equipped with only the most meager and primi- 
tive sanitary facilities. Conditions would be altogether deplor- 
able were it not for the fact that our teachers are unusually 
capable, efficient, and resourceful. 

There are three possible remedies for these conditions. 

First, repairs, alterations, and improvements in the Palmer 
and Morse schools. This would prove only a half way meas- 
ure, for the most important defect, the ungraded system, would 
still continue. ; 

In the field of education, the past decade has witnessed the 
development of many ideas and scientific devices which already 
have begun to change educational practise and organization. 
It is necessary and desirable that we accept some of these help- 
ful ideas. Weshould use more freely the standard scales by 
which the effectiveness of any kind of instruction can be meas- 
ured and difficulties diagnosed, not only for schools and classes 
but for individual pupils as well. We should adopt one of the 
systems by which intelligence can be measured and thus clear 
away, in great part, the difficulties involved in the selection of 
studies, guidance to vocations, in promotions, and in the grad- 
ing of pupils both gifted and otherwise. We should adapt to 
our needs the project method and some of the plans involving 
pupil activity which aim to help the. pupil to help himself and 
to know himself. 

Of these more recent achievements in education that have 
enabled the teacher to work so much more certainly and scien- 
tifically, one at least, the Junior High School, has gone beyond 
the stage of experiment. 
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The purposes of the Junior High School are well summar- 
ized by Inglis: 

To correct the defects in our school system through the 
following provisions : 


“(1) Provision for a better co-ordination and articulation be- 
tween elementary and secondary education and provision 
for gradual transition from earlier to later grades. This de- 
mands: (a) the close relationing of each successive grade with 
the preceding grade as far as teaching material and teaching 
method are concerned; (b) gradual change from the one-teacher 
plan of the elementary school to the many-teacher plan of the 
secondary school; (c) gradual change from largely supervised 
work in the earlier grades to more independent work involving 
initiative, self-reliance, and responsibility in the later grades; 
(d) the gradual introduction of new subject matter and its re- 
lationing to old subject matter. 

(2) Provision earlier in the school system to adapt the work 
of the school to individual difference among pupils in capacities, 
aptitudes, interests, and future activities, as well as to the dif- 
ferentiated needs of society. This demands: (a) the earlier 
introduction of some differentiated studies for different groups 
of pupils; (b) promotion of pupils by subjects rather than by 
grades; (c) increased flexibility in the administration of educa- 
tion in the intermediate grades; (d) provision for the introduc- 
tion of some forms of instruction which may give pupils an 
opportunity to explore and test out their capacities, aptitudes, 
and interest; (e) provision for some forms of educational diag- 
nosis and direction; (f) recognition of the needs of those leav- 
- ing school early; (g) provision for economy of time in the 
case of the brighter pupils. 

(3) Recognition of the importance of the factors of retarda- 
tion and elimination. This involves: (a) re-organization of the 
subject matter of the present seventh and eighth grades so as 
to provide a more contentful and effective form of education 
for those who must leave school early; (b) the introduction of 
some prevocational education for those pupils; (c) provision 
for the reduction of retardation and elimination by improved 
methods of controlling progress through the grades; (d) the 
encouragement of larger number of pupils to continue their 
education into the Senior High School. 

(4) Re-organization of teaching materials and teaching 
methods.” 
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The immediate possibility of a Junior High School in Box- 
ford should be considered in any plan for the re-organization 
of our schools because it provides so many obvious advantages. 

First, a study of the summary of the purposes of the Junior 
High School already quoted reveals the educational opportuni- 
ties which would come to our pupils, expecially to those who 
must leave school early. 

Secondly, a Junior High would provide a common interest 
to the whole town; it would serve as a stimulus to the develop- 
ment of a spirit of town unity. 

Thirdly, the additional year in Boxford would give in- 
creased maturity and experience of inestimable value to our 
high school students prepared in rural schools. The dangers 
and difficulties that now beset our pupils entering for the first 
time the strange and complex environment of the modern high 
school would no longer exist for pupils trained in a Junior High 
School. 

Fourthly, so many of our neighboring towns and cities 
have adopted the Junior High School that already our pale 
grade graduates are seriously handicapped. 

_ Fifthly, since our valuation per pupil in average member- 
ship is too high to enable us to receive reimbursement from 
the State a considerable saving would be effected in tuition 
alone. 

It will be necessary for us todo more for public health 
than we have done formerly in order to comply with the new 
laws which require the school committee to secure the services 
of a nurse for all the schools inthe town. The law provides 
that towns in a superintendency union may employ a nurse 
jointly and the appointment of a nurse awaits the completion 
of such an arrangement. Soon the school lunch problem, the 
health problems and physical education generally will receive 
the attention they properly deserve. 

Naturally the inclusion of so many new activities in our 
schools, increases the expense as compared with that of evena 
few years ago, but in the main, we may congratulate ourselves 
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that this budget increase is more apparent thanreal. The 
state reimbursement, on account of vocational education, sal- 
aries, and transportation is particularly generous to towns of 
the Boxford type. While we seemingly require more for our 
schools, to a considerable degree it will hold true, that the more 
we spend the greater will be the sum that comes back to the 
town in the form of reimbursement. 

In view of the above and so long as present conditions hold, 
it should be seen that our policy requires a liberal attitude to- 
ward transportation, involving the plans for consolidation al- 
ready indicated, some improvement in our teaching corps to 
the extent of further salary increase, thus securing at the same 
time better instruction and greater reimbursement, and finally 
that accomodations be found for the establishment of a Junior 
High School. It is regretable that the fine buildings and equip- 
ment of the Barker Free Academy are not used for the purposes 
intended by the donor. I beg to suggest that a public investi- 
gation be made with a view totheir use as a Junior High 
School. 

I wish to express to the Committee my deep appreciation 
of their help and co-operation and to testify again to the loyal 
support and faithful work of our teachers.

Thursday is the day that the drawing teacher goes to Box- 
ford. The time for drawing has been divided into two one-half 
hour periods a week for the lower grades, and two three-quar- 
’ ter hour periods a week for the upper grades. One lesson a 
week is taught by the drawing supervisor and one lesson a 
week is taught by the grade teacher. 

The work has consisted of paper cutting, proper usage of 
crayons, animal drawing, drawing of objects, by use of squares, 
and various other devices, some imaginative drawing, and pro- 
jects in connection with holidays. Thus far, the drawing sup- 
ervisor has enjoyed working with the Boxford children very 
much. 

In closing I wish to thank the superintendent and teachers 
for their co-operation in the drawing work.

RULES 


SCHOOL ADMISSION 


No child will be admitted to the first grade who has not 
attained the age of five years the date of opening school in 
September. Pupils are admitted to this grade only at the 
beginning of the year, unless they have attended school in 
some other town. 


COMPLIANCE WITH VACCINATION LAW 


No child will be admitted to any grade who has not com- 
plied with the law relative to vaccination. This means that he 
shall furnish a certificate of vaccination signed by a regular 
practicing physician or a certificate of exemption with diagno- 
sis signed by a regular practicing physician. If the latter is 
furnished it will be held valid only during the school year in 
which it is first presented. It is suggested that parents of 
Children who have not been vaccinated attend to it in August 
or in the early part of September. 


DISCHARGE CARDS 


A pupil desiring admission to school, unless he wish ad- 
mission to the first grade in September, should bring a discharge 
card from the school previously attended. 

A pupil removing from town should obtain a discharge 
card on the days of his last attendance. 
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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMIT TEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Boxford: 


It is with appreciation of service rendered, that your 
School Committee would direct your attention to the satisfactory 
results which have rewarded the efforts of our Superintendent 
Ralph R. Barr, and the able corps of teachers conducting our 
schools. The schools have been run with a maximum of effi- 
ciency and a minimum of friction. Discipline has been main- 
tained and a high standard of instruction offered. 

Important improvements in school buildings and equipment, 
may be noted in the painting both inside and out of the Morse 
Grammar School. The Palmer School was much in need of a 
new ceiling, interior painting and additional space for the 
storage of fuel. At moderate cost the Committee had the 
woodshed: moved from the Day School to convenient location 
on the Palmer School grounds, this has provided the Palmer 
School with fuel storage space and conveniences which have 
been much needed. As the number of grades in the Palmer 
School made necessary the employment of two teachers, it 
seemed advisable to partition with movable screens the large 
classroom, this has been accomplished in a most satisfactory 
way. A new ceiling, interior painting and some minor changes 
and repairs have assisted in making the school comfortable and 
attractive. 

The Committee would at this time acknowledge a service 
which Mr. Lewis K. Morse has rendered, in loaning a portion 
of his field adjoining the Palmer School, to be used as a play- 
ground by the scholars. This courtesy is much appreciated by 
the Committee. 

Education in life plays a most important part, but to realize 
its benefits in full good health is necessary. It isnot right that 
children attending school should divert much of their strength 
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to combat disease. There are many ills of the body, which if 
corrected in time loose their dangerous character. Sick pupils 
are unsatisfactory, not only do they themselves drag in their 
school work, but they are a menace to the health of the entire 
school. Without detailing the health work in our schools, we 
would urge that you read the Report of our School Nurse and 
co-operate with her in improving and maintaining the health of 
our scholars. 

Under our system of Town accounts, it is necessary that 
the Committee submit for your consideration a sum which they 
have every reason to believe will cover their entire expenditures 
for the ensuing fiscal year. The sum of money voted by the 
Town for the use of the School Committee is gross, any sums 
that may be refunded by the State, or paid by another town 
are not available for school expenses. In past years charges 
for high school and other tuition have been moderate or there 
have not been any, to-day with higher costs each town is careful 
to see that they receive what it is costing them to render the 
service performed, in consequence it will cost the Town of 
Boxford about $5,408.00 for high school tuition in Danvers and 
North Andover during the next fiscal year. 

School transportation routes have been extended, and when 
possible all routes are served by auto barges. Both routes are 
now insured as to liability, for the benefit and protection of all 
concerned. }

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


North Wilmington, Mass., January 15, 1923. 
To the School Committee of Boxford: 


Gentlemen: Ihave the honor to submit herewith my sec- 
ond annual report as your superintendent of schools. 
There are 84 pupils in the town, distributed as follows: 


Morse School 47 
Palmer 28 
Wood 9 

84 


During the spring and early summer, the resignations of 
Miss Sanborn, Miss Perley, and Miss Clapp were received.—— 
Miss Sanborn to enter junior high school work in Cohasset, 
Miss Perley to study in Europe and Miss Clapp because she 
found it impossible to do satisfactory work under the conditions 
then existing in the Palmer school. In no case, was the resig- 
nation caused by dissatisfaction with our salary schedule. By 
the promise of improved conditions in the Palmer school, Miss 
Clapp was induced to reconsider and to return for another year. 
In conformity to this agreement, the Palmer school was tho- 
roughly repaired and remodeled for two teachers. Miss Hill 
was engaged as an assistant and the work divided on a depart- 
mental plan between Miss Clapp and Miss Hill. Although 
unique in many ways, the result has been entirely successful. 

Considerable difficulty has been encountered in satisfactori- 
ly filling the other positions but with Mrs. Clarke in charge of 
the Morse and Miss Riggs at the Wood school the outlook seems 
bright for a successful year. 

The work of the two supervisors should be mentioned, Mrs. 
Curry is giving the pupils excellent instruction in drawing and 
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the work of Miss Cleaveland is well known to the community. 
The work of these two supervisors is far superior to that in the 
great majority of towns and they deserve considerable praise 
for their faithful work especially in view of the difficulty in 
travelling from one school to another. 

It is to be regretted that no action has been taken in regard 
to the consolidation of the Wood and Palmer schools. Disre- 
garding the sentiment and tradition that tends to becloud this 
matter, we may say that we have two small schools (the Wood 
school has only nine pupils and two of these come from Tops- 
field) located only a relatively short distance apart and on op- 
posite sides of the same village. With the Palmer in successful 
operation, with two good teachers, with ample room for all the 
pupils from the Wood school and with all the obvious benefits 
to the pupils and the certain economies in maintenance and ad- 
ministration that would result from the union of these two 
schools, there remains only one good argument against it and 
that is the difficulty in obtaining proper transportation for the 
pupils of the Wood school. 

The following paragraph from the report of last year sums 
up the present situation : 


“Arguments for consolidation are undebatable provided 
that suitable transportation is furnished. In the absence of 
adequate transportation, one can well sympathize with the par- 
ent who chooses the lesser of two evils, preferring to send his 
children to the obsolete ungraded school rather than subjecting 
his children to walking distances that are beyond the physical 
capacity of most children to endure. Our first problem is then 
the problem of transportation. After considerable investigation, 
I am fully convinced that adequate transportation can be fur- 
nished without much additional expense.” 


In spite of the optimism of last year, the problem still re- 
mains; all efforts to secure adequate transportation have been 
futile. Until proper transportation facilities can be procured, 
it would seem unwise to urge a union of the two schools, al- 
though the present arrangement isadmittedly unsatisfactory from 
an educational point of view and unquestionably it is expensive. 
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The work of Mrs. Nichols, the school nurse, has been very 
satisfactory. She is conscientious and enthusiastic and already 
the results of her efforts and instruction have become clearly 
evident. Her report shows that the nature of her work, the 
objects sought, and something of her methods. 

No report of the year would be complete without some 
mention of the extensive program of repairs and improvements 
that has been completed. The Morse school has been thorough- 
ly renovated and both the interior and exterior painted. At the 
Palmer, a proper place for storing the fuel and supplies has been 
found and the interior painted, remodeled and put in excellent 
condition with some new flooring and a new ceiling. A partition 
has been constructed that can be adapted to classes of varying - 
size and which has transformed the building into a very service- 
able and attractive two room school. 

It is most gratifying to report a year of substantial progress 
and growth. Attendance has been maintained at the usual 
high standard, and scholarship has continued to show steady 
improvement. Some work has been done in the development 
of auniform course of study. The basic text books are now 
partially standardized. When this is done and the course of 
study completed, the work in each building and grade may be 
compared with the work in any corresponding grade. It should 
then be possible to give each teacher, reasonable latitude for 
individual initiative, and at the same time, insure for each pupil 
essentially the same training. It should be possible for a pupil 
to go from one school to another and find practically the same 
work, or for a substitute to take up the work in any room know- 
ing exactly what is to be done. 

It is necessary to call attention to the large and increasing 
number of high school students because the tuition and trans- 
portation costs for these pupils form such a large part of.the 
school budget. The re-embursement from the state on this ac- 
count is liberal, but going directly to the town, it inno way 
diminishes the school budget. This expense should be welcomed 
and pupils should be encouraged to continue their education 
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but it is necessary to keep this very large item in mind when 
considering the school appropriation for many mistakenly sup- 
pose that the entire appropriation is expended in the support of 
the local schools. Actually, the tax payers of Boxford are do- 
ing at least their fair share in supporting the high schools at 
North Andover and Danvers. 

In conclusion, it is appropriate to express a hope that a 
satisfactory solution of our transportation problems may be 
found, especially because of the economies and benefits that 
could easily follow, to express the gratitude of the teachers and | 
pupils to that public spirited citizen who contributed the use of 
his land for a play ground at the Palmer school and to express 
my own appreciation for the co-operation and faithful work of 
our teachers and to the committee. for their efficient help and 
encouragement.

NURSE’S REPORT 


To Mr. Ralph Barr, Superintendent of Schools, Boxford, Mass. 


Dear Sir: I herewith submit the following report as school 
nurse for the months November and December. 

_ My aim in school nursing is to help the children cultivate 
health habits, assist the school physician in the physical exam- 
inations and seek through co-operation with the parents to 
correct any physical defects found. 

A series of health talks have been started. The topics of 
those given thus far are as follows: 

I. The necessity of brushing the teeth at least twice a day. 
This talk revealed the fact that many of the children were in 
need of atooth brush (Starkey & Touer). These were obtained 
from Starkey & Touer, Inc., Portland, Me., and sold to the 
children for five cents. The number of children brushing their 
teeth regularly is steadily increasing. 

II. Keep all unclean things out of the mouth 7. e. every- 
thing but food and drink. Since this health rule has been 
practised there has been a decided drop in the number of chil- 
dren who chew pencils, rulers, finger nails, etc., but we look for 
even a greater drop. Much credit is due the teachers for their 
splendid help in constantly reminding the children. 

Il]. (a) The importance of eating the right kind of food. 
(b) The special value of milk and vegetables. If the parents 
will co-operate with the school nurse and encourage drinking 
milk, eating vegetables and all wholesome food the result will 
be healthier, happier children and better citizens in years to 
come. 

IV. Sleeping with open windows. Many people do not 
think this is very important but school children as a rule are 
anxious to be strong and healthy and therefore are willing to 
at least try it. We know if this habit is once established there 
is little doubt that they will always sleep with windows open. 
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V. The care of hands and nails, especially washing hands 
before eating. This can be done more efficiently when every 
school is supplied with running water and it will have more 
practical effect when the sanitary conditions in the schools are 
improved. 

The talks are not only given once but they are reviewed 
time and time again, the children reporting each time the nurse 
comes how many of the health rules have been practised faith- 
fully. Some of the teachers have the children report to them 
each morning. This is a great help. 

The children have been weighed and measured and as 
many are underweight they will be weighed each month. This 
will help to keep them interested to work toward the normal 
weight mark. 

Dr. Root has completed the physical examinations and 
notices of the defects have been sent to the parents. Three 
home visits have been made in regard to these defects and two 
children have had their tonsils removed. 

Physical training in a very simple form has been taken up 
in two of the schools. It is the intention to take it up in the 
third school as soon as possible and to work it up to something 
worth while and beneficial. 

In closing I wish to thank the Superintendent and the 
teachers for their co-operation and friendly interest in the work.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent and the School Committee of the Town 
of Boxford: 

In reply to your request the following report is submitted. 

The work in music in the public schools the past year has 
been carried on with the use of the New Educational Music 
Course as the basis of material, supplemented by the Hollis 
Dana Course. 

In each school the class in singing is divided into two 
groups. Usually Grades I, II and III form the first, or Primary 
group, but occasionally one finds in Grade III one or more chil- 
dren who are capable of doing work with the advanced group 
therefore such children are allowed to join the upper grade 
group during the music period. 

The work with the Primary Group is mostly confined to 
note singing, interval work and the beginning of notation or 
music reading. In the upper grades a serious study of the keys 
is made both major and minor, including written scale work, 
dictation and original exercises, also the time signatures, rhythm, 
phrasing and interpretation. 

One of our Educators has said:—‘“There are seven things 
a music pupil must do. There will be first, notation of pitch, 
second, notations of metres and relative duration, third, the no- 
tation of the marks for interpretation, fourth, the ability to form 
a tonal imagery from these various forms of notation, fifth, 
ability to vocally express the tonal image that is formed, sixth, 
the adequate expression in a tone of good quality, seventh the 
intelligent enunciation of the words, so that both words and 
music are understood. 

All of these contribute to the final result which is effective 
reading at sight.” 
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From the first grade on we make it customary to sing ex- 
ercises, phrases and sometimes the entire song as an individual 
recitation, thus developing the confidence of the child in his 
ability to sing. 

The majority of pupils in our town show a decided interest 
in the study of music and there are quite a number of pupils 
who show marked talent. 

During the coming year with the use of the Victrola we 
are hoping to start some classes in music appreciation. 

I wish to thank the superintendent and School Committee 
for their continued interest in this department and the teachers 
for their efficient work, which is performed daily.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Boxford: 


The Town has suffered a loss in the resignation of Mr. 
Disbrow whose never tiring interest and constant endeavor 
for the betterment of our Boxford Schools, leaves with 
his co-workers and fellow townsmen a deep feeling of re- 
spect and appreciation. 


Unfortunately some change in the personnel of our 
teaching force has been necessary during the past year, 
we do not like to loose a good teacher regardless of her 
reason for leaving us, as such a loss always means a check 
in the mental development of our scholars. We have 
however been fortunate in filling vacancies and consider 
we have a staff of high standard of quality and loyalty. 


The financial standing of the school department at the 
end of this fiscal year is satisfactory, we are leaving an 
unexpended balance in the treasury of $273.31. The bud- 
get for the coming year will be found in detail elsewhere, | 
the amount necessary to maintain our schools, care for 
necessary repairs, pay high school tuition and transporta- 
tion and maintain our progressive standard of education 
and physical training, is presented to your consideration 
in detail. It will be noted that our high school tuition and 
transportation take about one third of the estimated total. 
Under our present financial system it is necessary that all 
bills be rendered to the school department promptly, and 
your cooperation is requested in giving assistance in this 
matter. All bills for transportation, supplies etce., not 
rendered to the School Committee before the 15th of De= 
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cember will be held for special action at the next Annual 
Town Meeting. | 


Education and physical training are being allied more 
closely as we progress, in our small unit rural schools it 
is impossible to offer the advantages of a special instructor 
in physical training, as is done in many of the public 
schools of cities, however we can, and do offer such organ- 
ized play as is practical. See-saws have been installed at 
all schools, and this spring it is planned to add swings to 
~ the equipment. The cooperative work of the School Nurse 
and Teachers must have the support of the parents, the 
mere weighing and measuring of children is only suggest- 
ive of physical defects, correction must come from the 
home. If a child is gaining normally physically, he or 
she has a good opportunity for mental development, if 
not gaining, there is trouble somewhere and it is to your 
interest to investigate at once. It is hoped that with the 
assistance of the School Nurse, Dr. Root will be able to 
offer the Boxford children the advantage of having the 
Schick Test. 


This year we have elimenated from the School report 
all unnecessary material, effecting a considerable saving 
in printing expense.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


North Wilmington, Mass., Jan. 15, 1924 
To the School Committee of Boxford: 


Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit herewith my 
third annual report of the Boxford Schools. 


The following tables show by age and grade the dis- 
tribution of pupils in the whole town and also the mem- 
bership of the various schools. These tables show clearly 
some interesting changes that have occured during the 
past year, namely:

The great increase in membership at the Wood School. 

The gain in numbers at the Wood is due primarily to 
the growing custom on the part of the summer residents 
of keeping their children in the local schools until late in 
the fall. Although this custom causes considerable fiuct- 
uation, it results in a greatly increased average member- 
ship and provides ample justification for maintaining the 
school. The favorable comment of these parents in re- 
gard to our work and standards as compared to the schools 
in much larger and wealthier communities and the ease 
with which these children transfer without loss of grade 
should furnish some evidence of the condition of our 
schools. 


The elimination of the grades above mentioned at the 
Morse and Palmer schools has been the result of chance 
rather than design but it has helped to promote the ef- 
ficiency of the schools by decreasing the number of grades 
for each teacher with a consequent gain in time and in 
accuracy of grading. 


The gloom of last year due to the resignation of Miss 
Clapp and the difficulty experienced in securing capable 
teachers for the schools has been dispelled by the success 
of our new teachers. The committee was most fortunate 
in inducing Miss Perley to return to her old position at the 
Wood School and the work of Miss Harris, the new prin- 
cipal at the Morse School and of Misses Manning and 
Riggs at the Palmer has been highly satisfactory. 

The omission of the reports of the supervisors and 
nurse is a measure of economy. Miss Cleaveland has con- 
tinued faithfully her usual high standard of work. Miss 
Ethel H. Barry of Danvers, a graduate of the Massachu- 
setts Normal Arts School is filling most capably the po- 
sition made vacant by the resignation of Mrs. Curry. Mrs. 
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F. K. Barker accepted the position of school nurse. Her 
familiarity with local conditions, her thorough training 
and proved ability have assured her success. She has al- 
ready done much to correct some rather bad nutritious 
conditions. Her plans call for Schick testing and for a 
dental and health clinic in the spring. 


Our teachers are working hard and enthusiastically. 
For nearly a year Miss McInnes has been conducting after 
school hours a sewing class for the girls of the Morse 
School. This is typical of the spirit of our teachers and 
supervisors of whose loyalty and success the community 
may well be proud. 


The committee and the community generally should 
look forward to a new and thoroughly modern school 
building for the East village. Such a building would in- 
sure increased school efficiency and in spite of the outlay 
should eventually rasult in lowered costs per pupil. Oper- 
ating costs for rural schools are inevitably higher than 
those of more compact school units, but in many ways 
our expenses are unnecessarily high. Without attempting 
to estimate the benefits that a new school building would 
bring to the pupils and to the town, the tendency of a 
good building to attract and retain teachers should not be 
ignored. Too frequent changes of teachers is most harm- 
ful to the schools. Our liberal salary schedule has not al- 
ways checked this danger. 


That the attendance and general school work shows 
marked improvement and that our schools are now in 
such a high state of efficiency is due to the co-operation 
of the teachers and the school committee.

REPORT OF MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


To the Supt. and the School Committee of the Town of 
Boxford, 


Gentlemen: The report of the work done in music 
for the past year is herewith submitted. The aim of the 
course followed is to inspire in the heart of the child a 
love for good music, to develop a musical voice, to teach 
sight-singing and to induce musical interpretation. 


The best of material is given, with which to work in 
the use of the New Educational Course, The Hollis Daun 
Music Course, and the Music Education Series, the latter 
having been recently published, the editors placing at the 
disposal of School Music a collection of songs in which the 
poetic imagination fittingly expresses the musical feeling. 


With the aid of the Victrola, a broader field has been 
given to the children than is practicable through the usual 
School music text book. 


The Victrola is also an aid in Memory contests familiar 
songs being played and the children in response naming 
the selection as it is recognized. 


This form of memory work is also done successfully 
without the Victrola, the teacher singing the song with 
the use of one syllable and the children recognizing it en- 
tirely by the melody without the use of words. 


Individual work has been done in all the grades and 
frequent written lessons have been given. 


Much interest is shown by the majority of the pupils 
in this subject and in one school a marked increase has 
been manifested the past year. 
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Much credit is due the grade teachers who carry on the 
daily drill from week to week in such an efficient manner 
and in closing I wish to thank them for their valuable 
assistance and the Superintendent and the School Commit- 
tee for their united support.

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REPORT ON THE WAR BONUS FUND 


In November, 1924 the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts paid over to the Town the sum of $383.47. This has 
been deposited in the Danvers Savings Bank and is subject 
to disbursement according to the provisions of law. 

Chapter 480, is an act to provide for the return to the 
cities and towns of certain surplus funds collected to 
provide suitable recognition of those residents of Massa- 
chusetts who served in the army and navy of the United 
States during the war with Germany, and specifically pro- 
vides that the money received shall be held as a special 
fund to be appropriated only for the purpose of paying 
indebtedness or for purposes for which a city or town may 
borrow money as specified in Sections 7 and 8 of Chapter 
44, General Laws. Receipts from the Commonwealth on this 
account should not be credited to estimated receipts, but 
should be held as a special fund until appropriated for one 
of the purposes specified by Chapter 480. Any other use 
of this money is illegal.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


During the past year Superintendent of Schools, Mr. 
Barr resigned and the vacancy has been filled by Mr. 
Stephen G. Bean. 

The Wood School has been closed due to a decrease 
of children for that district, and a decided increase for the 
Palmer district coupled with the children being transported 
from the Wood district has made conditions in the Palmer 
Schoool more crowded than they should be. There is 
prospect of the addition of several scholars for the Palmer 
district in September, and to accommodate them additional 
seating capacity will be necessary, to meet this increased 
demand for room, the Committee recommend that the 
Wood School be moved to a location near the Palmer 
€chool and that one building be then used for the upper 
grades and the other for the lower. Ifsome such provision 
is not made for the increase of scholars it will be impossible 
to care for new ones. 

The Committee and Superintendent of Schools are 
gradually standardizing the courses of study and books 
used in the Boxford Schools, this will effect material 
economies in the purchase of books from year to year. 

The budget submitted to your consideration and vote 
for the ensuing year is as conservative in amount as the 
Committee can safely make it. For the maintenance, 
salaries and transportation of our grammar schools and 
teachers we have allowed $10,070 all in excess of that sum 
being used for High School tuition and transportation, with 
the exception of one child attending the Georgetown School. 

The committee wish to express their appreciation of 
the effort and co-operation shown by the teachers, supervi- 
sors, nurse and others in their endeavors for the general 
good of the Boxford Schools.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Committee 
Boxford, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


Pursuant with the annual custom I am submitting 
herewith my report as Superintendent of Schools. 

Since my incumbency in office has endured for the 
smaller part of the fiscal year, I shall make no attempt to 
elaborate on the work of the entire year; but I shall instead 
give a very brief survey of the conditions as I have found 
them. I trust therefore that my efforts will be regarded 
In no way as criticisms, but rather as simple statements of 
facts as I see them. 


GENERAL CONDITIONS 


Viewed in comparison with other towns of similar 
conditions of resources, geographical distribution of school 
population, and transportation facilities the school system 
is functioning in a satisfactory manner. ‘There are oppor- 
tunities for improvement however, which are very vital to 
the best interests of the children of those sections served 
by the Palmer School. This is already called to the atten- 
tion of the voters in the general report of the School Com- 
mittee. Serious attention should be given to the recom- 
mendations of this body. They are endeavoring earnestly 
and honestly to give tothe children of Boxford the very 
best edcuational opportunity commensurate with the funds 
placed at their disposal. 

To an official making a survey of school conditions 
such as obtain here, it is always a source of temptation to 
have the school population grouped in the inefficient manner 
made necessary by having the same combinations of grades 
housed in two widely separated sections of the town, and 
with too many grades to each teacher to permit of really 
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satisfactory work. Of course it is understood that in these 
towns with their school buildings already provided, and 
with a widely scattered population, it is almost too much 
to expect a scrapping of the existing plantand a new start. 
It is none the less a fact that, in a long period of years such 
action would prove a real economy. The gain would 
appear in the better preparation to cope with others who 
have the advantage of the superior opportunities provided 
by the better type of organization. It would also show in 
the very much better return on the money invested in 
teaching, by virtue of removing those conditions producing 
great waste of teacher energy thru duplication of effort and 
thru lack of time to effectively “clinch” the work. This is 
not a condition peculiar to Boxford. It ts common to most 
small towns of this type thruout New England, and is 
without doubt the prime reason why the East has lost its 
leadership in education to the West. 


TEACHER PERSONNEL 


There has been no great change in the teaching corps 
this year. Thisis usually a favorable condition. Frequent 
changes in the teaching staff is a common source of weak- 
ness in the smaller schools. 

Miss Stacy assumed control of the Morse Grammar 
schoc! in September. Being a Normal graduate with 
special summer study in Junior High School work she 
seemed well qualified to fill this position and is doing her 
best to justify her training. 

All of our teachers are éarnest and diligent; willing 
and eager to receive suggestions, and careful in putting 
them into effect. They have also shown that initiative so 
necessary in schools where supervision is as loose as the 
single weekly visit of the Superintendent makes necessary 
here. This condition has been improved during the year 
by the closer concentration of the school population into 
but two buildings. 
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BUILDINGS 


The school buildings with which I am familiarare ina 
good state of general repair. The sanitaries are unusually 
clean, especially at the Palmer School. These unsatisfactory 
adjuncts to school buildings in towns having no water 
system are frequently abominations in the sight of anyone 
interested in children. Many towns are meeting this prob- 
lem in these days by installing chemical closets, and such 
installations are proving very satisfactory substitutes for 
flush closets. They have the advantage that they can be 
installed so that it is not necessary for children to leave 
the main school building. All sanitaries have been provid- 
ed with toilet paper on standard fixtures since the opening 
of the present school year, and liquid soap in glass servers 
has also been added to our means of cleanliness. 

The Palmer School is in good condition as a building. 
The chief undesirable feature here is the necessity for two 
teachers to carry on classes simultaneously in what is 
practically one room. [If the suggestion ofthe School 
Committee be carried out, there should be a marked im- 
provement in the kind of work possible there. 

The Morse building seems in a very good condition of 
repair, and outwardly isa satisfactory school structure. 
The great need here is for a general housecleaning inside. 
A thorough cleaning of the windows both outside and in- 
side together with the judicious use of some light colored 
paint on walls and ceilings would make the rooms here much 
more cheerful to spend the day in. At this school the 
sanitaries are not in as good condition as at the Palmer, 
and because of the type of building it would be very good 
buisness to consider the installation of chemical closets. 


HEALTH ACTIVITIES 


The School Nurse is as active in the performance of 
her duties as the limited time assigned to her will permit. 
It is not easy to do this work to the best advantage in the 
one day assigned to her, especially in view of the difficulties 
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of transportation. To do this work satisfactorily in this 
territory some means of fairly speedy conveyance is highly 
necessary. Practically no follow-up work in the homes 
can be done under present conditions. One of the strongest 
features in efficient health work for the school children 
should lie in conferences between parents and the nurse. 


MusIc 


From my personal observations in the school rooms I 
can note that the work inthis department is being taken 
care of satisfactorily. The children are being drilled in the 
fundamentals and are receiving some training in finding 
their voices. It is a source of regret that my schedule has 
not seemed to synchronize with that of the Supervisor so 
that Ihave not as yet had an opportunity to see her at 
work. Judgment of this department is based wholly on 
results. 


DRAWING 


Under the supervision of Miss Barry the work in this 
branch is progressing very well. Results can be seen on 
the walls of any school room. The importance of drawing 
is often underestimated by those unfamiliar with the aim 
of this branch of instruction. To many it seems but a fad 
whose sole accomplishment is the destruction of expensive 
paper and colors. Wesometimes lose sight of the inward 
good accomplished and see only the more or less crude 
outward sign. There are times when a few lines can 
express more than can be told in long pages of words. 
And again the knowledge of color harmony can determine 
the difference between joy or sorrow in acostume ora 
color scheme in home decoration. Furthermore this is 
almost our only way of stimulating manual skill. 


PUPILS AND THEIR PROGRESS 


This is of course the aim of our endeavor, and it is most 
difficult of all to give a definite form of report. The results 
of a year of school work exists in changes which have 
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taken place in that most inaccessible entity—the human 
mind. A more or less crude report on this score is here 
offered in the form of simple tabulations showing progress 
of the children in age and grade groups.

The most noteworthy thing about this table is the 
number of retarded pupils as compared to the accelerates. 
In my opinion this is wholly normal and healthy for a 
system like this. It shows that some discrimination is 
being shown in the question of promotions. A promotion. 
policy which produces a large percentage of pupils too 
young for their grade should be viewed with question in a 
school of mixed grades. 

Another interesting feature of this table is the indica- 
tion of a pupil in the fifth year in school whose age is but 
seven years. The lowest normal age for this grade would 
be ten years. It isthe pupil of this type for which the 
present type of school organization makes:no allowance. 

May I express to the committee my appreciation of 
the spirit of the helpfulness and cordiality with which I 
have been received.

and MAY CLOSE AT 12.30 o’clock P. M. 
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Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
and Committees. 


Article 3. To hear and act onthe reports of Town 
Officers and Committees. 


Article 4. To receive and act on the report of the 
‘Town Accountant. 


Article 5. To take such action as may be deemed 
best relative to compensation of Town Officers and Com- 
mittees for the ensuing year. 


Article 6. To see what sums of money the Town will

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Repairs have been completed in the Morse School, a 
new heater being installed, ventilating flues put in order 
_and interior cleaned and Painted. 

The Palmer School has been painted outside, a new floor 
has been laid in the classroom and entries, and other much 
needed repairs have been completed, including the re-grad- 
ing of the yard with gravel. Thanks is given the local Visit- 
ing Nurse Asso. for their assistance in the installation of a 
sink in this building for the convenience and health of the 
scholars. 

The Wood School has received such repairs as were 
necessary to its being placed in commission, including the 
purchase of a new stove. 

By reason of the Vote made at the Special Town Meet- 
ing of June 16th, it became necessary to open the Wood 
School and transport the first four grades there for instruc- 
tion. Conditions at the Palmer School where all eight 
grades were previously being taught became too crowded 
and as the Town failed to remedy these conditions by either 
building a new school house or moving to a central leca- 
tion the present buildings the School Committee had no 
choice but to make use of such buildings as exist. 

In the School Budget submitted for 1926, all items have 
been carefully estimated by the Committee as low as a pru- 
dent allowance for the unexpected expenses which always 
develop during the year, will permit. An increase has 
been made inthe allowance for teachers salaries, as ex- 
perience of recent years has proven that this increase is 
necessary to secure desired service. — 

The Committee have met with splendid co-operation by 
Superintendent, Teachers, Buss Operators, Supervisors, 
Nurse and Janitors and desire to avail themselves of this op- 
portunity to thank each and all for their interest and service.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Boxford 


Gentlemen: The following is my second annual report 
as Superintendent of Schools of the Town of Boxford. 

Since such a report covers a fiscal year from January 
first to December thirty-first it necessarily includes parts 
of two school years in which conditions may be widely 
different. Such differences depend on changes in the num- 
ber and location of the school population, differences in 
the teaching personnel and changed housing conditions, 
all of which have occurred during the past year. 


BUILDING CHANGES 


Although our hopes of a year ago failed of consumma- 
tion, changes were made resulting in improved conditions 
for the children of the Palmer School and those now in the 
Wood School. The pian of last year whereby all eight 
grades were housed in the Palmer School proved a very 
unsatisfactory arrangement from the educational stand- 
point. Now that the primary grades have been removed 
to the Wood School each teacher is under a much less 
severe nerve strain. Itis greatly to the credit of Miss 
Perley and Miss Riggs that they were able to get as good 
results from last year’s work as they did. 

The re-opening of and removal tothe Aaron Wood 
School made certain repairs necessary in order to render 
this building habitable. A new stove of nove! design, for 
school use, was secured andis proving much more ofa 
success than the writer anticipated. Now this school build- 
ing, while not an ideal place to conduct school, is at least 
warm and comfortable. It would be an excellent thing if 
most of the windows on the street side of this building 
could be removed and placed in the opposite wall so as to 
leave the minimum space between the windows on the left 
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of the pupils. It would also be fine to have all of the open- 
ings on this side much nearer the floor. 

The Palmer School building has also been improved by 
new flooring and re-arrangement of the seats and is nowan 
excellent example of the old type one room building at its 
best. It is still open to the same criticism as to lighting 
as applies to the Aaron Wood School. If these buildings 
are to continue in use indefinitely immediate provision 
should be made by the town for funds to make the lighting 
right, not only in these two buildings, but in both rooms 
in the Gardner Morse School at West Boxford. Unilateral 
lighting is everywhere recognized asa prime requisite of 
a properly planned schoolroom. 

Almost a transformation was wrought on the interior 
of the Gardner Morse School by the judicious use of paint. 
The rooms in this building seem fifty per cent lighter since 
the re-decorating was done. The repairs on the heating 
plant are also proving a blessing in the total removal of 
the smoke and gas nuisance. The planning of the heating 
ducts in this building was and is all wrong, in my humble 
opinion. It does not seem good heating practice which 
permits one room to rob the other of its heat simply be- 
cause it was simpler to put in only one hot air duct for two 
rooms one over the other. Naturally the upper room gets 
practically all of the heat unless the room heat vent is al- 
most totally closed. Meanwhile the lower room is not safe- 
ly habitable on a cold day except with a dangerous forcing 
of the heating plant. A strenuous attempt was made to 
provide entirely new heating apparatus of a different type 
for this school but was blocked by requirements of the 
inspectors. 

As stated above the lighting is wrong in this building 
and is the most needed improvement at the present time. 

TEACHER CHANGES 


Two new teachers areon the staff asa result of the 
usual summer upset due the moderate salary schedule we 
can support. 
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Miss Perley gave up her position in the Palmer School 
to accept an attractive offer from the Georgetown authori- 
ties and was replaced by Miss Olive L. Shaw. 

Miss Shaw isateacher of excellent training and ex- 
perience, coming to us from West Bridgewater with ex- 
cellent recommendations. She has fully justified her 
reputation and is proving a very valuable member of the 
staff. WORK isa familiar word in the Palmer School vo- 
cabulary these days. It is good in these days to see some 
good old fashioned study being done and intelligently di- 
rected. All too frequently we see teachers doing most of 
the work in a schoolroom, largely because it is the easier 
way to get through the day without friction. 

In the Gardner Morse School at West Boxford, Miss 
Florence Clarke is the present incumbent of the Principal- 
ship. This position proved a very difficult one to fill satis- 
factorily. Prior to the engagement of Miss Clarke two 
other teachers had accepted the position only to resign 
later, one in fact so much later that it was in the last week 
of vacation that by good fortune the Superintendent came 
in contact with Miss Clarke to fill the then vacant posi- 
tion. 

In Miss Clarke we have a teacher of the requisite 
training with the added advantage of some years of varied 
and successful experience in systems with high standards. 
Miss Clarke has strengthened the work in the fundamen- 
tals very materially and bringing her charges much nearer 
to proper standards than she found them. This was very 
necessary as in this school a certain laxity had crept in and 
the children were not fully up to grade. It is expected 
that under Miss Clarke the end of the year will find a very 
great improvement. 

In connection with the work of Miss Clarke it should 
be said for the better understanding of parents that a com- 
plete re-organization was found necessary in the seventh 
and eighth grades. Perhaps it would be more accurate 
to say that the change was in the eighth grade since there 
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was no seventh grade at the start of the present school 
year. This probably came about through the mistaken 
idea of some earlier teacher that it would be easier to unite 
two classes into one by a process of double promotion of 
pupils who were really not ready for the step. It was de- 
cided that the best proceedure was to find the weakness 
of the various individuals and strengthen them rather than 
attempt to prepare the whole grade for a promotion which 
some of them surely could not make. An examination 
will be given in June as a basis for selection of those who 
are ready for high school. 


PUPIL CHANGES 


Here there has been little change as to personnel other 
than the annual addition of a few beginners. There have 
been some losses so that the number of pupils in school 
seems very small. 

The following tables show the number and location of 
pupils by school and grade and age and grade. These fig- 
ures are as of December thirty-first.

It is to be noted that a larger number will probably 
leave at the close of this school year than was entered in 
the Fall, and that all grades above the third are very much 
smaller. This is particularly noticeable in the West Parish. 
If it were not for the fact that one teacher cannot satis- 
factorily teach eight grades in aroom, present numbers 
would hardly justify two teachers in thisschool. But with 
the demands of the present day education and its multipli- 
city of activities the present plan should be followed.

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AGE AND GRADE DISTRIBUTION 
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The most significant feature of this tabulation is the re- 
lation of UA or accelerated pupils as compared to the OA 
or retarded group. Taken in consideration with known 
facts concerning the graduation in some of the classes it 
shows lack of care on the part of teachers in enforcing the 
standards of promotion. 

It should be understood by parents that when a child 
fails of promotion it is no kindness on the part of a teacher 
to place the child in the next class without the proper pre- 
paration for the work of that class. Better a firm found- 
ation than a tottering superstructure. 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 


The work in Music has been carried on by Miss Cleve- 
land according to her usual plan and progresses as well as 
can beexpected. Itis especially good in the Paimer School 
thanks to some gocd strong leading voices. 

Drawing has been handicapped in a measure by the 
loss of Miss Barry. Transportation has been a stumbling 
block in the way of Miss Farley who has had to give up 
the regular visits during the Winter. The work wil! prob- 
ably be conducted by correspondence. 

The Health Program has been under the direction of 
the same Schoo! Nurse and carried out in her usual! faith- 
ful manner. She has secured from the Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation the installation of a sink in the Palmer School so 
that noon lunches may pass thru the medium of clean 
hands. 
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Miss Riggs adds to the noonday comfort of her little 
folks by preparing some hot dish daily to help make a cold 
lunch more appetizing and therefore more likely to be 
eaten. 


CONCLUSION 


The year has been one of steady improvement with 
nothing radical or startling. It has been just a normal 
healthy growth. 

For the assistance and courtesy of teachers and school 
authorities I hereby express my sincere appreciation.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The year just closed has been marked by a co-ordination 
of School Department running, which reflects excellent 
service rendered by the entire teaching staff under the 
able guidance of our Superintendent. The School Nurse 
continues her good work and has somewhat broadened its 
scope. The Annual inspection by the School Physician 
continues to be most helpful and beneficial to the general 
health of our school children. 

Children of the East Parish Schools are indebted to 
Mrs. Waters and Mrs. Little for two phonographs presented 
to the Palmer and Wood Schools, and the School Com- 
mittee avail themselves of this opportunity to publicly 
thank the donors for their gift and co-operative interest. 

As the. result of much investigating, the Committee 
were able to arrange locally for the refinishing of all of 
our school desks and seats. All worn surface of desks and 
seats was smoothly finished and varnished, making our 
equipment almost as good as new, at a great saving. 

Repeated requests have been made by residents on the 
road from East to West Boxford, passing Mortimers, for 
transportation of their children to school, the longest dis- 
tance walked by children on this road is now one and eight 
tenths miles, twice daily. The Committee recommend 
that the Town raise and appropriate money as recom- 
mended in the proposed budget to care for this route. 

Constant effort has been made by your Committee to 
maintain as low a scale of expenditures as would be real 
economy, bearing in mind at all times, that real economy 
does not mean neglect or the putting over of expenses to 
be met another year in the future. At onetime during the 
year itseemed impossible to make the years expenses on 
the money appropriated at the last regular Town Meeting, 
however the unexpected reduction in number of High 
School pupils, coupled with incidental savings, have enabled 
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the School Department to have an unexpended balance 
rather than a deficit. 

It seems needless to point out that accommodations 
for the pupils in the two school houses, namely the Palmer 
and Wood are not ideal, a central school building would be 
of advantage in many ways. The question has frequently 
been asked the members of the School Committee, as to 
why the lower grades are transported to the Wood School ? 
There are two reasons which it seems well to record at 
this time. First of all the matter of our transportation 
system, to run the busses and serve two schools it is self 
evident that a bus may not be in two places at the same 
time, therefore of necessity the school day of one school 
must be shortened, to this shortening of the school day the 
first four grades lend themselves best, and the upper 
grades have the advantage of an extra half hour per day 
in consequence, as the children are delivered to the Wood 
School last in the morning and picked up there first after- 
noons. Second, it is within the power of the parents to so 
assist their children, that they need spend fewer years in 
the lower grades than in the upper, also the Palmer School 
building is larger and better suited to the older scholars. 

For the first time, all High School pupils from the East 
Parish, with one exception, are attending the Topsfield 
High School. As to distance of transportation, the arrange- 
ment is ideal, the educational advantages offered are of a 
good grade, there are some disadvantages in equipment 
and conveniences, but your School Committee consider 
conditions to be the best offered. We are indebted to the 
Town of Topsfield for the advantages made so conveniently 
available.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Boxford 


Gentlemen : I submit herewith my third Annual Report 
as Superintendent of Schools. Since there have been no 
subnormal or supernormal changes during the year, this 
report can have that very desirable quality, brevity. 


GENERAL 


Progress has been uniformly satisfactory throughout 
the system during the year. There have been no spectacu- 
lar “highspots,” but the whole tone of things seems to have 
advanced to a new high level. 

This is especially noticeable in the West Parish where 
conditions are vastly better than they were two years ago. 
Thanks to the work of two very good teachers, following a 
drastic reorganization and regradation, we are now getting 
a uniformly good grade of work done in the upper grades 
throughout the town. 

I believe a distinct gain will come to the lower grades 
as the result of a recent change in the basal reading system. 
In the writers opinion the new system is the most efficient 
medium for acquiring reading ability and technique that is 
as yet inthe market. Itis significant that the teachers 
who are using the system concur in this opinion. Other 
more widely advertised systems were “tried out” but failed 
to meet our needs. 

The attitude of the children with reference to their work 
has been very fine. A better sense of responsibility seems 
to have developed together with a keener and more sincere 
interest in routine subject matter. This isa very signifi- 
cant change. It is comparatively easy to secure interest in 
the so-called special subjects, but when a difference so 
marked appears with reference to the “daily grind,” it isa 
source of justifiable satisfaction. Credit should be given 
to the teachers who have attained this very desirable con- 
dition.

THE TEACHING STAFF 


The only change in the teaching personnel during the 
year was that made necessary by the resignation of Miss 
Florence A. Clarke from the upper grades of the Gardner 
Morse School at West Boxford. This vacancy was filled 
by Miss Sarah Corbett of Lawrence. 

Miss Corbett has continued and amplified the excellent 
work of her predecessor. Her training at Lowell Normal 
School supplemented by a year of substitute teaching in 
and about Lawrence is evidenced by the quality of work 
she has been doing for Boxford. 

Under this new leadership certain simple clubs have 
functioned very successfully and profitably adding new in- 
terest to the regular school routine. The county extension 
work thru the Essex Agricultural School has also held its 
following. Numerous youngsters have called my attention 
to their proudly worn Four H buttons. These represent 
out of school interests in practical activities of the home and 
farm in which they have taken a personal and active part. 


PHYSICAL SURROUNDINGS 


A pronounced improvement has been made in the seat- 
ing equipment in all school rooms of the town. Every desk 
and chair was given a complete refinish by smoothing ma- 
chinery and varnish so that school opened in the fall with 
as good as new furniture. 

It was a matter of keen financial wisdom to do this 
rather than install new furniture as at first considered. The 
saving was from 65% to 75% of the cost of the new article, 
and since the existing furniture was all of the adjustable 
type and suffering only from the ravages of wear and tear, 
although it had reached a condition where it could also do 
some wearing and tearing, a distinct and desirable saving 
of both clothing and money is evident. Rough and furrowed 
desk tops are now smooth and shining, and splintered chairs 
no longer test the patience and needles of tired mothers. 
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The heating apparatus in the Gardner Morse School 
continues to show the good effects of repairs so that walls 
and ceilings retain their pristine freshness, and children can 
safely breathe the atmosphere of the school-rooms. 

There is still one very necessary improvement possible 
in all of our school buildings. If no new building is likely 
to be done within the next few years, this should receive 
immediate attention. It is just as necessary in the Morse 
School as in the two little white schoolhouses. This is the 
change in the lighting. The change seems so easy and 
comparatively inexpensive to make and is so very urgently 
necessary, that funds should at once be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Committee for this specific purpose. 

A glance at any one of these buildings will show wide- 
ly spaced windows ON BOTH SIDES OF EVERY SCHOOL- 
ROOM. This is wholly contrary to allrules of school light- 
ing now followed. Such acondition is detrimental not only 
to eyesight, but to general health as well, if we accept the 
statements of medical authorities. The system of cross 
lights and shadows set up by window placement such as is 
now in force produces not eye-strain alone, but attendant 
nervous reactions which effect the general health. 

The change would call for no increase in the number > 
of windows. All that is needed is a re-location of all right 
hand windows. These should be removed and placed in 
the spaces between the windows on the left of the pupils. 
Windows in the front of the rooms should be replaced by 
blackboards for such part of their area as will conform with 
the present equipment. 

This is really urgent and should not be passed over 
lightly as a modern fad. This is one of the most striking 
things noted in passing school buildings of the old type. It 
is almost an index of the attitude of the community towards 
its schools. 


PROGRESS OF PUPILS 
An attempt was made last year to place all pupils in 
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the grade where they were best fitted. The result is that 
during the current school year nearly every child is pro- 
gressing comfortably with none of the strain attendant on 
an endeavor to maintain a level to which his development 
has not yet attained. It is easier for both children and 
teachers, and, I believe, for parents as well. 

While this regrading was done on the basis of subject- 
ive judgment rather than by standardized tests, the results 
have as yet shown no error in the regrading. 

There are one or two children in the first grades who 
seem a bit immature to attempt to do real first grade work 
efficiently, but in these particular instances the children 
have sufficient mental development to do the work. It is 
therefore evident that mental tests would prove a better 
basis of determining entrance to school than is the present 
chronological age basis. 


HIGH SCHOOL FACILITIES 


The change whereby the children of High School grades 
from the East Parish have been relieved from the long trip 
to Danvers is proving satisfactory in more than the physi- 
cal element. Inspection shows that good progress is being 
made and a reasonable degree of contentment found in the 
Topsfield school. It is surely far better for young people 
of high school age to be relieved from the long unsuper- 
vised period away from home which was necessitated by 
the earlier arrangement, particularly in view of the change 
in transportation facilities. 

High School facilities for the pupils from West Boxford 
continue to be provided by the North Andover school. Here 
satisfactory progress is being made by those who were 
properly prepared and are really interested. Of these two 
elements the one of preparation is assured for the future, 
because no pupil can expect promotion to the high school 
until he is ready to do the work successfully if he so wills.

grade and by school and grade. The data was collected as 
of December 31.

it will be seen that there is little change in numbers as 
compared to the report of the previous year. There isa 
prospect of a slight increase in numbers for the next schoo} 
year.

Constables, Two for a term of One Year. 

Tree Warden, One for a term of One Year. 

Surveyors of Highways, Two for a term of One Year. 

Also to vote YES or NO on the Following Questions: 

Shall Licenses be granted for the Sale of Certain Non- 
intoxicating beverages in this town for the current year? 

The above named officers and questions will be voted 
upon one ballot.

Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
and Committees. 

Article 3. To hear and acton the reports of Town 
Officers and Committees. 

Article 4. To receive and act on the report of the 
Town Accountant. 
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Article 5. Totake such action as may be deemed 
best relative to compensation of Town Officers and Com- 
mittees for the ensuing year.
